Operators Will Not Recede Front 
Taeir Positloa of Refuslat to 
lUoogttlse the Valoa. 
The Outcome. 



Hasleton, Pa., Oct l.— The posting 
by the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron company of a notice gi anting 
an increase of 10 percent to all the em- 
ployes of its collieries in the Schuyl- 
kill valley did not cause any apparent 
commotion at the headquarters of the 
United Mine Workers here. President 
Mitchell did not express the least sur- 
prise. He refused to discuss the ad- 
vance, but it Is understoo I that he knew 
the 10 per cent increase would b-' nia 1" 
and was anxious to sec In what ti. m 
ner the information would be conveyed 
to the men. 

Ihe action of the Reading conipt^y 
indirectly notifying its men throi.RU 
posters Indicates that the oper .tors 
Will not recede from their position of 
refusing td rMognlze the union. What 
PreKident .Mitchell's first move v.ill b' 
in view of this new phare of the situ 
atlon is not known, "The operaior; 
are evidently not taking me into con 
slderatlon," he said, "but they tUI 
wish they had," 

Discussing the question of a com 
promise, the national president said it 
would depend upon circumstances 
whether a compromise would l;e con 
fcidered. When asked If the afinunt of 
the increase would be one of the cir 
cumstances, he said it would be a con 
slderatlon. 

There Is considerable talk that the 
posting of the noti;es will cause : 
break in the strikers' ranks. It is pre 
dieted that If this does happen It would 
mean the end of the Strike in a very 
short time. The labor leaders again 
relterati d that there will be no break 
and that the strikers are under per 
feet control. President Mitchell said 
he did not ord^r the mine workers* no 
tice to he placed along with that of the 
Reading company, but he thought it 
was done af a result of his warning to 
the strikers last week to the effect that 
they should not go back to work until 
ordered to do so by the union officials. 
The strikers, he said, probably chose 
the poster scheme as one of the meth- 
ods ot keeping the men in line. 

Await .Mitchell's Orders. 

Shenandoah, Pa., Oct. 1.— The no- 
tices of the Philadelphia and Reading 

Coal and Iron comply offering mln 
art an increase ot lO'per cent in wages, 
were posted in this town, at Mahanoy 
City and other places. Upon reading 
the notice Organizer George Harris, 
whose headquarters are at Mahanoy 
City, jssued instructions to the presi- 
dents of local branches of the Unii< i 
Mine Workers to warn the strikers 
against returning to work until so or- 
dered by the officials of the union. Pla- 
cards were accordiuijly tacked up 
throughout the district notifying the 
mine workers to remain away from the 
collieries until President Mitchell 
•should order tbem to work or until the 
local branches of the union should 
take concerted action. 

Not iso Fnvomble. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 1.— A promi- 
aent coal^operator who la in touch with 
the negotiations now going on looking 
to a settlement of the minerf' strike 
said that on Saturday night It looked 
vary favorable for a settlement, but it 
does not look so tevorable now. The 
activity of the United Mine Workers in 
the Schuylkill region has half way put 
a damper on the negotiations. The 
committee ot operators here learn tbat 
■ere atrenuous efforts are being put 
lorth by the United Mine Workers to 
brlBf men o\it in the Schttylk(U region 
fku at any time since the atirike began. 

Notice niseussed. 

Shenandoah, Fa., Oct. 1.— At meet-
